His calm 
judgment, and firm but placid manner, have given him great 
influence, although he is yet, comparatively speaking, a young 
man, and it is satisfactory to know that the Mikado retains 
his services. Goto Shojiro, it is to be hoped, will accept 
the post offered him, as he is admirably qualified for it. 
His name should be well known to foreigners, as he it was who 
rode by the side of Sir Harry Parkes at the time when the at- 
tempt was made on the British Minister's life at Kioto, in March, 
1868, and who cut down one of the intending assassins, a service 
which the English Government recognised by presenting him with 
a sword, as a mark of gratitude and respect for his chivalrous 
conduct on the occasion. He was regeer agar, ilk Rcaaeeg for 
Foreign Affairs at Osaka, under the Prince of Uwadjima, and Go- 
vernor of Osaka when he quitted that post. He was also asso- 
ciated with Komats (since dead) and Kido, in the first ministry 
formed by the Mikado after his assumption of the executive 
power, on the abolition of the Shogunate. 

On the !8th August the soldiers and officers of the 1st-10th 
Regiment, numbering in all 1,022 persons, marched down from 
the barracks, and embarked on board the Zamar, which vessel 
sailed the same day for Hong Kong, where one wing, under 
Colonel Norman, will be stationed ; the other, under Major Lucas, 
going to Singapore. By an unfortunate mistake the tegiment 
was detained three-quarters of an hour on parade in a hot sun 
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previous to embarking, and five cases of sunstroke occurred, three 
of which resulted fatally, the victims being Sergeants Healey and 
Stacey, and a private of the regiment. Before the departure of 
the troops Colonel Norman was summoned at the English Court 
ona charge of illegally arresting Mr. Gardiner, a civilian clerk 
in the storekeeper’s department of the regiment. His Lordship 
digmissed the case, and Mr. Gardiner has appealed to the General 
in gommand in Hong Kong. 

M. Soubrane, the chef de police. has heen seriously wounded. 
It appears that, acting on an order of the Admiral, he went 
down into the Japanese town to arrest some sailors from the 
Alma. He was accompanied by two Japanese policemen, and 
was proceeding to arrest one of the delinquents, named Laborde, 
when the latter seized one of the swords worn by the Japanese, 
and wounded M. Soubrane and the two native policemen. At 
first it was expected that M. Soubrane would die from loss of 
blood, but althoug? likely to recover, he has received injuries 
which will probably compel his retirement from active service. 
M. Soubrane was one of the many gentlemen who rise from the 
yanks in the French army to become officers, and his prospects of 
advancement were second to none. 

The effect of the notification of the Japanese Government, 
having for its object the substitution of properly constructed 
lighthouses for the wood fires which are now shown along the 
coast, has been that numerous applications are being made to the 
Government for lights, beacons and buoys. These are now under 
consideration, and while most of them will only be of use to na- 
tive craft—being at entrances to harbours and in bays that foreign 
vessels never think of approaching—some will be on head-lands 
that are constantly passed, and will be of great assistance. 

-The new organ for the church has been placed in position and 
tuned. It has been discovered, however, that its size and power 
are out of all proportion to the church. It is a giant in a closet, 
Gulliver at Lilliput, the Great Eastern in the Thames, the genil 
in the copper vessel, Pegasus in the pound.

In response to an application from the J: sree Government, 
a@ notification has been issued from the British Legation to regu- 
late the use of fire-arms. The principal provisions are as follow : 
w7Any person who wilfully, and without reasonable cause, dis. 
charges any fire-arm, shall, upon conviction before any British 
Consular or other Court, be liable to imprisonment not exceedin, 
one month, with or without a fine not exceeding one hundre 

dollars, or & fine not exceeding one hundred dollars without im- 
 sargreaaety If any person shall intrude upon any enclosed land 
ept hy the Japanese Government, or any temple, sanctuary, 
place of worship or burial, in search of or pursuit of any game, 
whether beast or bird, such person shall be liable to the same 
punishment. 

Three policemen, with whom Mr. Goble was recently charged 
.with interfering, have been dismissed the force for arresting Mr. 
Goble and putting him in irons for twenty-four hours. An apology 
was made to the U. 8. Consul by the Governor of Kanagawa for 
the injury which had thus been done to an American citizen, and 
we understand that Mr. Goble has expressed his willingness to ac- 
cept this as a reparation for the wrong done to him. 

On the 14th August Mr. De Long, the American Minister, was 
received by the Mikado and presented his credentials as Ha- 
waiian Minister. Subsequently Mr. De Long signed a treaty be- 
tween Hawaii and Japan. 

An auction dispute, Coch v. Bourne and Co., has been heard 
before Mr. Russell Robertson. It appeared that the plaintiff had 
bought five cases of curagoa at auction for $6.90 a case, which 
turned out very inferior. Mr. Winstanley, on behalf of the defen- 
dants, said that the curacoa was sold as per muster, and that he did 
not warrant.it good curagoa, as wassubsequently maintained by the 
plaintiff. The case was dismissed. In a similar case, brought on 
another sale of curagoa to a Japanese, the judgment was reserved. 

Racing in the settlement appears likely to receive a very fa- 
vourable impetus at the coming antumn meeting. Several China 
griffins have arrived, and will add considerably to the excitement, 
especially should any worthy competitor be found to Southern 
Oross or Garry Owen. We also hear that the well-known China 
ponies Chanticleer and Uhlan have put in an appearance, while 
snother Shanghai pony, Fiddle-de-deo, is at Kobe and may take 

t at the next mecting. With such an addition to tho Yo- 

ohama studs we may look forward to a meeting full of interest 
and fraught with uncertainty as to the probable winners. 

A new Racket Court has been inaugurated by a match between 
the settlement andthe marines. Messrs. Wallace and Mollison 
represented the former, and Messrs. Snow and Wright the latter. 
The match was the best three out of five games, and after being 
two games all, the marines won by 15 to 8. 

There has been much talk of an outbreak of rinderpest at 
Yedo, and the Government has consulted a board of native doc- 
tors on the subject. The idea that there are any traces of 

e@ among the cattle is, we believe, wholly exroneous. 
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Mr. Otto Seyd still remains in custody at the Knglish gaol. 
The preliminary arrangements for his trial are being made, and 
the case will shortly be heard. 

Mr. Eusden, H.B.M. Consul at Hakodate is to be relieved by 
Mr. Troup, at present Vice-Consul at Nee-e-gata. 

The U.S. 8. Colorado ran on the rocks while coming through 
Shiminosiki Straits, and will be repaired at Yokoska.’

HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

Our advices from these ports extend to the 17th August ; the 
P. and O. mail of June 16 arrived out on the 7th August, and the 
Pacific mail, with New York dates 21st June, on the 28th July; 
telegraphic advices from London had been received to the 9th 
August. We extract the following items of intelligence from the 


Miogo News :— 

Although the local authorities have done little, so far, to repair 
the damage done by the late storm, we are pleased to notice that 
they have replaced the bridges over the drain which runs between 
the settlement and the native town. We also notice that the 
Municipal Council have replaced the lamps which were broken 
and uprooted by the storm, and that, with the exception of the 
Bund, which is almost in the same state it was on the mornin 
after the typhoon, the settlement has returned to its won 
state of tidiness and order. No steps have, however, been takes 
towards rebuilding the washed-down Bund wall. A strange 
visiting the port would not unnaturally imagine that the typhoon 
which occasioned so much damage must have visited us within 
a few hours, so little appears to have been even commenced by 
the native authorities towards reinstating the place in some- 
thing like order. The placing of a proper protection in front 
of the many valuable properties immediately facing the sea 
would strike almost everyone as being a matter requiring 
the very earliest attention, and yet little or nothing has 
been done. We have heard it assigned asa reason that coolie 
labour is scarce, but if this is the only cause of delay, labour 
could easily be imported from adjacent coast ports. We suppose 
that in the course of time the wrecks which lie about the bay vill 
get cleared away. Steps are being taken to rid the harbour of 
the Hiogo, which was sunk so long ago as last. October. We also 
notice that Messrs. Board and Co. have got to work on the wreck 
of the Pride of the Thames. The wreck of the steamer Rising 
Sun, as she now lies on the Kobe beach, has been sold by auction 
for 450 Mexican dollars. The sum which has been subscribed for 
the relief of foreigners who were sufferers by the late inundation 
amounts to $975. This proved to be too small a sum to do more 
than relieve the immediate wants of those who had lost almost 
their “all,” and had families depending upon them. About $800 
have been expended in this way. 

The Chamber of Commerce have compiled the statistics of trade 
for the six months ending June 30,1871. Compared with the 
corresponding half year in 1870, it shows a great falling off both 
in the imports and exports, the former being less, and the Istter 
rather more than half only of their value in the previous year. 
Taking in the first place the imports, we find the most glaring 
discrepancies in Cotton Yarn, Peas and Rice. In Cotton Yar 
the falling off amounts to $299,648, in Peas to $200,174, and in 
Rice to $1,870,900. There is also a decrease in the imports of 
Sugar ($84,038), Bean Oil ($144,606), Safflower ($118,863), 
Cloth (831,941), Cotton ($145,642), Arms ($107,429), making 
$3,003,241. To set against these figures we find an increase in 
Grey Shirtings ($29,432), Velvets (337,105), Lustres, &c. ($19,893), 
Merinos ($39,789), Dyes ($22,626), Sundries ($233,645), alto- 

ether $382,490. Turning to the exports, we find the princl 
dscfease in Silk ($651,625), Camphor ($60,195), Cuttlefish ($63,571), 
Copper ($174,188), Cattle ($52,100), together $1,081,699 ; while 
the only increase of any consequence is in Tea, amounting 
$193,256. But even this does not give a correct idea of 
amount of increasc, as we find, on comparing the season jus 
closed with the season 1869-70, that the shipments have beet 
4,909,791 Ibs. in the former, as against 2,787,634 lbs. in the latter. 
This is very satisfactory ; and we may hope also, as France gr 
dually settles her internal affairs, that the ilk trade will revive. 

We are happy to see that the native Government is emer 
itself to abate a nuisance which has troubled the settlement tor 
some time. A notification just issued states that obstructions 
which ‘have hitherto been tolerated in the streets must be re 
moved. Shops built over the side drains are to be taken eid 
and nothing projecting beyond the eaves of the houses, whe ee 
signboards or lamps, will be permitted. No doors are to proj 
beyond the front drain, nor is anything to be put out beyon ae 
line to dry. When the houses are cleaned in winter pret 
not to be put in the street ; and the streets in front of eM ae 
are to be kept sufficiently high in the centre to allow f ev i 
thing draining off readily. ‘The streets are even to be wiaené 
little. 
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Three lots of ground, situated on the Foreign Concession at 
Osaka, have been sold at public auction. Lot 18, containing 355 
tsubos, was knocked down to Messrs. Bonger Bros. for $453 ; lot 
19, containing 258} tsubos, to Messrs, A. Real and Co., for $401 ; 
and lot 22, containing 258} tsubos, to Messrs. E. and U. Gros- 
claude, for $450. 

A new local trading steamer, the aust, has, on one of her earliest 
trips, come to grief on an anchor in the Osaka river. When close 
by the landing-place she struck, and had she not been fitted with 
water-tight compartments would have sunk. The repairs will 
not take long, and she will soon be in running order again. Dur- 
ing the time the vessel was disabled the Chinese who were on 
board made a raid on the possessions of the European officers, to 
which they had temporary access. They broke open the chests 
they were in charge of, and secreted some $80 or $90. When 
they saw their roguery was discovered they jumped overboard and 
decamped. 

The steam-boat traffic between Osaka and Yedo appears to be in- 
creasing considerably ; every three or four days a steamer leaves 
for the Northern capital, laden with goods and passengers. 

A sub-agency of the Oriental Bank Corporation has been opened 
at Osaka, which will doubtless be a great convenience to the com- 
munity of that settlement. 

The works of the Kobe-Osaka Railway are in active progress, 
and it is expected that the line will be completed by April next 


year. 
Rates of Exchange had advanced fully 1 per cent., and were 
uoted : Bank, six months’ sight, 4s, 6d. to 4s. 64d. ; Credits and 
Documents, 4s. 64d. Mexican dollars receded to Rios 97} to 974, 
in consequence of the fall in Yokohama, closing at 973. to 98}. 
Kinsatz are scarce, and may be quoted at 4 to 1 per cent. pre- 
mium. 





NAGASAKI. 

Dates from this port extend to the 14th August ; the outward 
mail of the 16th June was received on the 5th August. We are 
indebted to the Vagasaki Express for the following summary of 
the news :— 


Several of the residents here have recently paid a visit to the 
Simabara sulphur baths. From the particulars given it will be 
seen that the authoritics are now granting extended privileges to 
visitors, who, instead of being cooped up and rendered miserable, 
are enabled, if accompanied by a guide, to make excursions into 
the surrounding country, hich cannot fail to afford them plea- 
sure, if it does not absolutely benefit them. We left here about 
four P.M. on the 12th ultimo, and finallyjreached, at twelve o’clock 
noon, the village of Unjen, which was our head-quarters during 
our stay at the “ Vichy of Japan.” The entire distance of about 
thirty-five miles might have been performed in much less time 
than it occupied us to do it, but we did not care to exert 
ourselves much. This place is situated at an elevation of 
about two thousand feet above the level of the sea, and is con- 
sequently some considerable distance up the mountain of Unjen, 
from which it derives its name. From its great height a series 
of splendid views of the scenery is obtained ; the effect of which, 
especially at daybreak, is enough to make an invalid almost forget 
the infirmities which jaduced him to undertake his journey 
thither ; while to the dyspeptic visitor the journey alone is nearly 
sufficient to restore the natural functions of the disorganised 
system. From this place we made daily excursions to spots of 
interest in the neighbourhood, without any restrictions being 
P upon our movements, beyond being compelled to 
take a guide with us; but this was rather advantageous 
to us than otherwise, as it enabled us to see more than 
we should have done had we rambled about alone. The 
country for a mile on each side of Unjen} evidently rests 
on acrater. The ground is quite hot ; it sounds hollow, and loud 

- rumbling noises at intervals proceed from the lower regions. 
Here hundreds of hot springs are to be seen issuing forth, and 
several of those natural curiosities, the Geysers, we witnessed 
for the first time. The chief one, which appears like a boiling 
lake, is in a constant state of activity, and throws up immense 
volumes of water, and would attract thousands of persons to see 
it if nearer home. It is from this principal one that the baths 
are filled, and in order to reduce the temperature to a bearable 

oint the water has first to run by a circuitous channel before 
1 canbe used. The mountain is held in similar respect to Fusi- 
yama, and the natives at certain intervals make pilgrimages to 
the temple situated on the top, which foreigners are not permitted 
to visit. During our stay not a single act of rudeness was exhi- 
bited towards us ; everywhere we were received with the polite. 
ness which forms the distinguished national characteristic amongst 
the Japanese. 

The question of re-establishing the Municipal Council of this 

_ port has at last taken a definite form, and we may expect to hear 

’ that a meeting of land renters will be called at an early date, in 

order to give them the opportunity of expressing their views on 
the subject. That this community should naturally desire to take 
tates of their own municipal affairs is only to be expected ; the 
wonder to us is that the Consuls have performed these duties so 

long without calling upon a portion of the residents to bear a 

share of the burden. 


We learn that the fauthorities contemplate pulling down the 
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building at Megasaki, known as the chief Custom-house. It is to 
be removed to Yedo-machi, and there to be erected on the site nuW 
occupied by the Government school—and will, when completed, be 
used as the official residence of the Governor of Nagasaki, who 
will receive visits there from the Consuls and naval officers. 

A Yanagawa official has been apprehended here by the native 
authorities, and placed in prison on the charge of forgery. The 
document, which purports to be drawn by and to bear the stamp of 
the Prince, was given to a firm in Desima in payment of piece 
goods previously sold by them to the prisoner on credit. The 
amount of his liabilities is believed to be large, but a portion of 
the goods, amounting in value to about $5,000, for which the 
forged document was given in payment, have been discovered in 
the possession of a native banker, who held them as oy es 
the money he had advanced on them. These goods have been 
ee charge of and removed to the Custom-house by the police 
officers. 

A well known merchant here named Yamamoto, who was for- 
merly a Yakonin of Hiogo, committed suicide a few days since, 
by drowning himself in the bay near to Diko-ku-machi. The 
deceased was known to be in pecuniary difficulties for some time 
end and had been engaged in most extraordinary endeavours to 

ree himself from them, but his endeavours only involved him 

deeper. So recently as a week before he paid @ visit to several 
of the foreign hongs in this settlement, and seemed to be very 
anxious to negotiate a loan or to obtain goods on credit, but 
anxiety to do business created suspicion. It is reported that he 
was indebted to a few foreigners, but the natives will be the prin- 
cipal sufferers, some of whom will be considerable losers. 

In our recent notice of the cooerenhis communication to be 
laid for the Japanese Government between this port and Yedo, 
we erroneously stated that it isto be submarine. This was the 
original intention, but has been changed, and the wire ordered 
from England will be carried overland.

Naqasaki, 14th August, via San FRanorsco 

Since my last, on the 28th ultimo, also sent via San Francisco, 
the English mail of the 16th June has been received here. The 
fiterval has been unusually dull, and the only vessel of war we 
have seen is the American corvette Alaska, which arrived from 
Chefoo on the 12th instant. 

My present budget of news is miserable in the extreme. The 
Nasasaki Kxpress gives an account of a trip to the “Simabara 
sulphur baths.” The fact of so little restriction being put on 
visitors’ movements in this district looks as if the natives were 

etting less exclusive—the only fear to be apprehended is that 
fckivaess will cause them to suddenly change their minds and 
prohibit foreigners from going there. There is not the least doubt 
that the waters if bottled under proper medical inspection would 
be a source of considerable profit to the Japanese. 

I could have sent you a long letter on the laying of the Sub- 
marine Cable, but it would be stale news by the time it reached 
you—so I must content myself by saying that the cheap rate 
fixed for messages will certainly cause it to be used ten times as 
much as it ould have been had the rate been $4 without reduc- 
tion. Already we have begun to regard the Cable as an absolute 
necessity, and have set to work considering the advantages to be 
derived from it. It was opened on Saturday—at least the section 
between this and Shanghai—when numerous messages more or 
less jocular were sent and received. 

The only other subject I have to touch upon is the Takasima 
controversy, which people here are getting very tired of. From 
what I can learn, the Nagasaki Express gives a piece of news, 
which was about two or three months old at the time it was made 
public, and had been, no doubt, bottled up by the anti-publicity 
party, who had prevented it from becoming known. Instead of 
correcting it by writing to that paper, the Vagasaki Gazette was 
requested to deny its truth 77 toto, and this appears to have set 
the Express off, and, after much wordy fighting, the Gazette makes 
several admissions which considerably qualifies its denial. The 
controversy has gone back to a report which appeared respecting 
the meeting of Messrs. Glover and Co.’s creditors, but as the sole 
stock in trade of those who wish to prove that it is incorrect con- 
sists of quibbles, they are not succeeding very well, besides which 
it is no secret here that endeavours have been made to got the 
royalty reduced. Here is confirmation of what I wrote you some 
time ago on the subject.

TEA, 

Yoxouasa.—A large business had continued to be done, and settle- 
Metita consisting of most grades amounted to about 8,000 piculs. 
Prices liad continued to decline, and native dealers still showing anxiety 
to realise, a further reduction was looked for except for cholce leaf, 
which tnaintained its former yalue; the quality had not improved, and 
supplies having been about on a par with settlements, stovks remained 
unchanged. The Flying Spar and Fiery Cross were still loading, the 
Inverary was ready to sail with 324,449 lbs. for New York, and the 
Gancho and Narworth Castle were loading for Sau Francisco. The 
Alaska took 703,613 Ibs. fur New York, and 137,033 lbs. for San Fran- 
Clsco, and the present American mail steamer was fully engaged. Quo- 
tations: medium, $27 to 30 per picul; good medium, $91 to 33 ; fine, 
$35 to 40 ; finest, $41 to 47 ; choice, $60 and upwards, 
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Hroeo anp OsaKa.—Business had been on a large scale, settle- 
ments for the month being returned at 7,100 piculs. Prices showed 
but little change on last quotations; the high rate and scarcity of native 
currency had for the moment stopped business, Arrivals were coming 
forward very freely ; stocks were estimated at 3,000 piculs of new leaf. 

NaGasax1.—Common and medium Teas had arrived freely, but so 
far no fine Teas had come upon the market. Settlements had only been 
upon a moderate scale, and purchasers generally declined paying the 
prices asked. The demand for Teas suitable for coloured kinds was al- 
most nil, and prices of this description must experience a considerable 
fall. Quotations :—Medium $16 to 18 ; medium to fine $19 to 23 per 
picul fine, none. 

SILK. 


YoxonamA.—The market had been very active, and a considerable 
amount of business had been done; settlements may be estimated at 
about 1,100 bales ; prices were firm at previous quotations. Silk Worms’ 
Eggs: Total arrivals to date were 280,000 cards, of which about 40,000 
had changed hands; prices for best Sinchu and Oshu Annuals were 
quoted at $2 to $24 per card. 

HtoGgo AND OsAKA.—Supplies had been brought furward freely 
during the month, and scttlements had been made to the extent of 150 
bales of 80 catties, a large proportion of which was old Silk. Prices 
paid had been irregular, but at steadily increasing rates. Dealers seemed 
indisposed to bring forward new Silk tu any extent, except at stil! higher 
prices, reporting a considerable advance in the interior, The few par- 
cals of new Silk which had appeared shewed evident signs of careless- 
ness in the reeling, most of them being mixed and cased.

The following is from Messra. Beebe's report :-—Since the date of our 
last report a good business has been done in most descriptions of Tea. 
Included in the sales from first hands are 36,000 pac Green 
(about 20,000 of which are new crop Pingauey’s), 18,200 half-chests 
Japan (5,000 of the new crop), 17,800 half-chests Oolong (4,000 of the 
hew crop), and 2,900 half-chests Congou and Souchong (nearly all 
new). At theclose, very few old crop Greens remain unsold. Our 
revised quotations show a decided improvement in medium and 
cargo kinds, while the higher grades are substantially without change. 
In old crop Japans of good medium grade an advance of one to two 
cents has been realised. For new the market is unsettled and weak, 
and qnotations at the moment are nearly nominal. Oolongs show no 
quotable change in values. The few new crop goods thus far received 
have brought very full prices, but with more liberal supplies (now 
near at hand) a less satisfactory outturn may reasonably be looked for.

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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board‘of Trade returns for the month and nine months 
ended the 30th September show in all departments of trade in- 
creased activity. As regards the exports of British and Irish 
produce during the month the totals were £19,913,186, against 
£17,090,823'in 1870, and £16,365,725 in 1869, while for the nine 
months|they were £163,590,392, against £148,734,191 in 1870, and 
£142,707,536 in 1869. The principal increase is shown in coals and 
coke, cotton yarn, cotton manufactures, haberdashery and milli- 
nery, hardwares and cutlery, iron and unwrought steel, linen 
manufactures, and woollen and worsted manufactures. With 
regard to imports, the declared value for the month was 
£25,133,452, against £25,908,308 in 1870, and £26,766,924 in 
1869, while for the nine months the totals showed £239,893,908, 
against £214,138,847 in 1870, and £201,076,025 in 1869.

THE OPENING UP OF THE UPPER YANGTSZE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
S1z,—In your report of the meeting of the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce it is not quite clear where the resolution on the 
Yangtsze ends and the remarks of the speaker begin. Iam happy 
to see, by a perusal of the resolution itself, that the idea of giv- 
ing up two or three of the coast ports is no of the resolution 
but solely a proposal by the speaker. This is just what one woul 
have expected from so intelligent a body as the Associated Cham- 
bers. The idea of giving up some of the smaller coast ports was 
fully examined and discussed recently by our Government an 
the China merchants, and was rejected as unsuitable. Besides 
other reasons, it is well to romember that with such & Government 
as the Chinese it is an exceedingly dangerous thing to} 
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from 8 position once taken. The giving up of any port once 
opened would be trumpeted all over the Empire as a great 
victory over the barbarians, while the opening of a new 

ort is known little, except in its immediate neighbourhood. 
Buch a triumph, as excluding the foreigners from a position once 
occupied, would revive the courage of the anti-foreign party. 
The grass growing in the deserted hongs would be viewed as the 
omen and earnest of the good time coming when no foreign flag 
would anywhere profane the Celestial Empire. It is also to be 
remembered that it takes long before the capabilities of a port 
are developed. Chinkiang was once given up, or nearly go, and is 
now flourishing. Even Foochow seemed for some years to be 
almost useless, and the list might easily be increased. Nor will 
it do to forget the great value even of the smaller coast ports as 
means of developing the carrying trade and as harbours of refuge, 
and as places to which shipwrecked men can easily be brought from 
the intervening parts of the coast. For these and many other 
reasons it is to be hoped that the Treaty Powers will never with- 
draw from any of the ports now open to trade.—I remain, &c., 

A Sixrgen Years’ Resipent in Cuina. 


THE HONG KONG MEETING AND THE CRITICAL 
STATE OF MATTERS IN CHINA. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—Allow me to suggest that your comment on the Hong 
Kong meeting is scarcely warranted by the terms of the telegram. 
To my mind it would seem that the whole subject of the meeting 
was the state of the Hong Kong police force and the notorious in- 
security of life and property in that colony. Of course I should 
be delighted if your view proves correct ; for no doubt the present 
attitude of the Chinese Government is full of danger to all foreign 
interests in China. My latest advices from Amoy confirm your 
accounts of the excitement about the pills, with some incidental 
items which tend all the more to show the connection of the go- 
verning classes with the matter, e.y.:—1. The first proclamation 
endorsed the poisonous nature of the pills, and carefully avoided 
anything exculpating the foreigners, a well-known Chinese mode 
of indicating that the reports about foreigners were true. 2. ‘I'he 
second proclamation was issued only after a strong representation 
by the American Consul, but yet it is a very half-and-half docu- 
ment, and was only posted in two or three places. 3. The excite- 
ment is spreading in the country round Amoy, especially in the 
Foo cities, which are full of these vile placards, as yet uncontra- 
dicted by the authorities. From Swatow the news is very simi- 
lar, Such are just the means used by Oriental rulers for bringing 
about terrible events and then shaking off responsibility.—I re- 
main, &c., A Tarun Frienp or Cura. 


THE SHAN SIN FAN QUESTION. 

The Rev. J. Chalmers, writing from Canton under date August 
3rd, answers, on his own account, the question lately propounded 
by the Nonconformist when commenting on the letter of the Rev. 
Griffith John. This question, as our readers may remember, was, 
“Do you wish the British Government to insist upon upholding 
Protestant missions in foreign lands by forcible intervention 2?” 

Mr. Chalmers says, “ Walking about here in Canton in the midst 
of the grand excitement created by ‘Shan-sin-fan,’ it is per- 
a difficult to realise the full force of the abstract principle in- 
volved in the Vonconformist’s question. Difference of religion is 
one of the many causes of Chinese hostility to foreigners. The 
minds of Chinese patriots are filled with dread, ‘because they 
think, not without reason, that our intention is to convert the 
people to our religion, to our politics, to our philosophy, to our 
science and civilisation, and finally to draw them into the ‘comity 
of nations,’ or rather to bring them into a position of subordina- 
tion to ourselves. 

“Not being ‘rogues,’ but in general more or less of ‘enthu- 
siasts’ (the alternative offered us by an English nobleman is per- 
fectly just), we, missionarics, naturally have an intense desire for 
the propagation of Christianity in China. Force in some shape 
or another has been employed in order to secure that we and 
other foreigners may be here at all, and force in some shape or 
another has to be applied from time to time to enable us to re- 
main here. But for the ‘gun-boat’ we evidently could not re- 
main. But for the ‘ gun-boat’ we could not put into circulation 
asingle bible or tract. But for the ‘gun-boat’ every genuine 
convert to Christianity would have to hide himsclf away or be 
killed. In desiring forcible intervention, therefore, we only de- 
sire 8 continuation of what we have had more or less all along. 

“Tt is not true that the whole people of China, or any great 
proportion of them, are opposed to our work, or wish to have the 
country rid of us. It was generally said, and it seemed highly 
probable about the 20th of last month, that seventy or eighty per 
cent. of the population of Canton city believed that the ‘Shan- 
sin-fan ’ was a poisonous drug put into circulation by foreigners, 
especially by missionaries. The hostility and suspicion mani- 
fested by these seventy or eighty per cent.of the people for a 
week or ten days were natural enough, but ate no index of their 
permanent state of feeling towards us. 

“Tt is the duty of the Chinese authorities to control and punish 
the outbreaks of the rabble, and in general they are perfectly 
able to do se. Whenever they make tho excuse that they can- 
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not control them, it is because some of the officials thdriselves, 
or the gentry, are secretly backing them up. We therefore feel 
in such cases, not only that we ourselves and our converts are 
suffering gross injustice, but that the mass of the people, say 
seventy or eighty pcr cent., are, for the sake of undoing us, liable 
to be terrified and provoked to violence by the machinations of a 
few, these few including some of the highest in the lard, offi- 
cials perhaps, whom no body has the inclination of thé power 
to control or punish, unless the powerful and enlightened Chris- 
tian nations do it. Kor any one of these natione to enforce the 
good behaviour of those ‘ gentry, would be an easy, inexpensive 
and bloodless undertaking compared with any European of Ame- 
rican war, and the benefits and blessings accruing from it to hun- 
dreds of millions would be beyond all estimation. Do I wish it? 
I cannot but say, yes. May the day be far off when the British 
public shall move the Government to withdraw its protection from 
the China mission by relaxing the stipulations of Lord Elgin’s 
Treaty !”

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JUSTICE IN THE FAR EAST. 

In a recent article we had much pleasure in express- 
ing the feelings, which we shared with every one with 
whom we had conversed who had given attention to the 
subject, of respect for the conduct of Mr. Chief Jus- 
tice SMALE in refusing to condemn Kwok-a-Sine for a 
crime which was certainly in morals, and, as we are assured, 
in law algo, no crime at all. The crime was all on the 
other side. Kwox-a-Sine was inveigled or kidnapped on 
board a coolie ship at Macao, destined he knew not where, 
doomed he knew not to what. He, with his partners in 
slavery, rose against that part of the outscum of European 
profligacy which commanded and manned his floating gaol. 
He and his co-mates captured the ship, but only to set them- 
selves free, though not without bloodshed, for the skipper 
was killed—a risk which we should think persons who em- 
bark in his profession regard as indirectly increasing its 
profits, and which we regard as very directly contributing 
to the profit of the world. Kwox-a-Sina was twice re- 
leased by Mr. Justice SmaLE, on the ground that no 
man who merely sought to recover his liberty, when 
he had been unjustly deprived of it, could be held 
answerable for any casualty that might occur in his at- 
tempting to regain it. Why, the very principle of justice 
lies at the root of this proposition. In this country we are 
justified in shooting down the burglar who enters our house 
for the mere sake of stealing our plate; with what show of 
justice, then, can any man be punished in a British depen- 
dency for shooting down a tyrant who has confiscated his life, 
his prospects, his all? Mr. Justice SMALE twice dismissed 
this man for these incontrovertible reasons in opposition to 
the pertinacious and imperious dictation of the Governor and 
the Crown prosecutors. We respected him for the act, and 
at the time we noticed ‘it we contrasted Mr. Smauz’s inde- 
pendence, and respect for the great responsibilities of his 
office, with the supple complaisance of the Indian Bench to 
the Indian Government, which was not only shameful in itself 
but has led to the deplorable consequences which we believe 
sooner or later, and in some way or other, always attend 
“the judge who smites contrary to the law.” How great, 
then, is our disappointment, to say nothing of our surprise, 
to obeerve by the last mail that Mr. Smaze has be- 
gun to falter in his opinion, and to hint at a change 
in it, in the most extraordinary terms that we ever 
knew employed by an English judge! He said he was very 
sorry that he had given judgment on the same day that the 
trial took place, and that he had “never been himself” 
since. “Himself” must-be a very disadvantageous quality 
in a judge, if it means that he does not know his own mind 
two months together. Bat, if he thinks he has made a mis- 
take, why does not Mr. Smare speak more plainly? He 
does not say he was right, and he dves not say he was wrong. 
All he says is that he has not been “ himself” since the trial, 
and that he will probably not be able to give judgment 
finally till next term—when we presume he expects, like 
RicHard, to be “himself again.” But, with all respect to 
Mr. Suarez, whose highmindedness and honour we have no 
desire tocall in question, this sort of reconsideration is neither 
caloulated to increase the respect of prisoners for British jus- 
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tice, nor is it fair towards human nature “ at large.” Ifa 
judge is to change his mind one way, he is certainly liable to, 
and justified in, changing it the other; and, supposing that 
Mr. Smate’s first impressions had been unfavourable to the 
abused creature under notice, Kwoxk-a-SING would as. 
suredly have been hanged—-and then we think Mr. 
SmMave might indeed have avowed with truth that “he had 
not been himself since the trial.” The fact is, as we are 
assured by a high legal authority, that a man once judicially 
released after a trial can never be constitutionally imprisoned 
again on the same charge, A case at present and for a long 
time past agitating the public mind at home (into the merits 
of which we cannot enter here) will forcibly illustrate this 
part of our argument. But, as our legal friend tells us, 
“all law is supposed to be founded on morals”—and so, no 
doubt, it is. It is, in fact, the very epitome of ethics. But, to 
be of the vast service that it is to the world, it must be prompt 
as well as right. A Criminal Expon would not be tolerated 
in any Court in England. A man who cannot resolve and 
remain resolute is not fit fora judicial Bench. If he be 
wrong, on principle we respect his honour. If he makes 
many mistakes he will confess himself unfit for, or unable to 
bear, the responsibility of his office. In any case, it will be 
granted that want of presence of mind on the Judicial 
Bench is the one great evil which no society could endure. 
We do hope that Mr. Satz will extricate himself from the 
dilemma in which we are sorry to see he has placed himself. Bat 
the fact remains that Kwox-a-Sina has been imprisoned for 
an alleged offence of which he has been acquitted, and that 
he is now held liable to be punished for an alleged crime by 
the same judge who pronounced it to be no crime at all. 
Quis custodiet custodes? The day will be an evil one for 
England and her dependencies when British Judges are com- 
pelled to bow to public opinion, or yield to “ political neces- 
sity.” It isa day which we believe will never come ; but if 
it should, English justice must be fain to confess, in Mr, 
Sma.e’s phraseology, that it is “not itself” indeed. 


EUROPEAN EXAMPLE IN CHINA. 

At a meeting convened under the auspices of the United 
Kingdom Temperance Alliance, at which Mr. CaarLes Resp 
presided, on the 2nd inst., the Chairman took occasion to make 
some remarks which should not be permitted to pass without 
notice. The hon. member for Hackney is too well known as 
an earnest philanthropist and reformer for avy utterances of 
his to be supposed for a moment to have no influence, not 
only on the minds of his hearers, but also on the public 
mind. On this occasion we think that Mr. Rep, in his 
anxiety to promote one object, lost sight of another, and 
drifted from an imaginary Scylla upon a real Charybdis. 
He said that a “ distinguished traveller had told him that in 
“ Japan, in China, in Circassia, and other countries which he 
“ had visited, the great bane of society was intemperance ; 
“ and that that intemperance was in a great measure due to 
“ the connection of those countries with the British nation.” 
Now, @ more monstrous proposition than this was never ad- 
vanced. So far from England being the cause of intempe- 
rance in any of the places named, we say that our mission- 
aries, our merchants, and indeed every class above the rabble, 
are the real exemplars of temperance in the East, and 
almost the only instances to be found there. Mr. Reep must 
know, upon reflection, that alcohol was not only known in 
all parts of the East for ages before we have any record of 
its existence here, but that the Oriental slaves of either of 
the “Seven sisters of sleep” habitually intoxicate them- 
selves, whether by the fumes or the distilment of maddening 
drugs, on a kind of “ principle.” He must know that a Chi- 
nese does not blush to be told that he takes opium, or # Hin- 
doo that he consumes hemp. These people defend their prac- 
tices on the positivist principle of condensing the greatest 
amount of enjoyment into the shortest number of hours— 
in our own vulgar terms, “a short life and a merry one. 
We, in common with all thoughtful persons, deplore the ex- 
istence of intemperance among a large section of the lower 
orders of our countrymen ; but we protest against Mr. REED, 
or any one, charging us as a nation with corrupting te 
Chinese, the Japanese, or Indians. He might say with equé 
reason that because a few bigamista have betaken themselv’« 
to Bengal, they have seduced the Brahmins into poly- 
gamy, or because some fraudulent grocers may have Tue 
away to Canton, they have taught the Chinese how 
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‘make the Maloo Mixture. We wish to seo intempe- 
rauce put down, and a strong hand exercised in the forma- 
tion of new laws to regulate the issue of licences in our own 
country ; but we cannot be content to stand by and see that 
country held up to contempt for being the cause of vices 
which flourished in all their rankness for countless ages before 
England started on the race of civilisation, which she now so 
nobly heads.

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received on the 
3rd inst. at the Bank of England, when the amountsallotted were 
—to Calcutta, £326,600 ; to Bombay, £70,000 ; and to Madras, 
£3,400. The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 104d. on all 
the Presidencies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 114d. 
will receive about 66 per cent.,and on Bombay at that price in 
full. These results show a further increase in the demand for 
means of remittance to the East. 

The half-yearly meeting of the proprietors of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China will be held on the 
17th inst. A dividend of 3 per cent. for the six months has been 
declared, payable on and after the 14th inst. The half-yearly 
statement of accounts to 30th June shows a net profit of 
£43,047 2s. 7d. The dividend of 3 per cent. will absorb £22,500, 
leaving a balance of £20,547 2s. 7d. carried forward to next ac- 
count. The directors state that the continued adverse state of 
Eastern exchanges during the whole of the half-year has again 
seriously affected the profitable working of the Bank ; but under 
theap unfavourable circumstances it is hoped the result may be 
considered not unsatisfactory. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Singapore Gas Company 
(Limited) will be held on the 24th inst., to declare a dividend. 

The duplicate line of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Tele- 
graph Company has been completed, and both lines are in working 
order. 

With reference to the proposed amalgamation of the various 
telegraph lines communicating between this ccuntry and the 
East, the following letter, signed “ P. C.,” has appeared in the 
Financier :-— 

With reference to the proposed amalgamation of the various telegraph 
companies from Falmouth to Australia and China, there is one point of 
great importance, tending to put such amalgamation entirely out of the 
question, and to which it is desirable the attention of the shareholders 
should now be drawn. Few men of business, if any, will now express 
adoubt that, before many years pass over us,a railway to India will 
have become an accomplished fact. What will be the effect upon the 
price of a telegram to India? At home it is about to be 6d., and the 
probability is you can then telegraph along the line of railway for about 

#* many shillings as, to India, you now pay pounds. What, then, be- 
+ nes of the “ British-Indian Telegraph Company,” also of the ‘‘ Fal- 
..outh ’ aud “ Anglo-Mediterranean,” as far as concerns their share in the 
Indian business? The day of telegraphing to India by cable will be- 
come as obsolete as the passenger traffic round the Cape of Good Hope. 
But what will be the effect upon the lines beyond India? Precisely the 
contrary. By cheapening the present excessive cost to and from the 
Madras terminus of the Singapore Extension, you infinitely improve the 
prospects of that line, the China, and the Australian ; and yet these 
companies are now invited to amelgamate with a doomed system. I 
venture to think the shareholders of these lines will object, and with 
perfect reason, to do anything of the sort. 


Ata meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Keep, Parsons, and Co., 
in the Indian and Australian trade, the balance-sheet showed lia- 
bilities to the extent of £152,063, against assets estimated to be 
worth £122,013. The assets comprise stock in Sydney, including 
goods in transitu, amounting to £54,073. It was resolved to ac- 
cept a composition of 12s. in the pound, payable in instalments 
extending over twenty-one months, the last instalment of 2s. to 
be secured. 

A meeting of the creditors of Mr. Charles William Ryder, mer- 
chant, of Liverpool, Manchester, Batavia, and Pernambuco, has 
been held at Liverpool. The balance-sheet showed that there 
was owing to"unsecured and part-secured creditors £87,000; on 
bills discounted, £140,400. The available assets were estimated 
to produce about 2s.in the pound. Considerable sympathy was 
expressed for Mr. Ryder, and after a long discussion it was re.

According to Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co., of Lyons, the market 
of that city, during the past few weeks, under the influence of a well 
bsg demand for nearly all branches of manufacture, except plain 
black Silks, and a good inquiry for abroad, coupled with the peaceful 
settlement of political questions at home, has been fairly active. The 
still moderate quotations for European sorts have continued to cause 
a marked preference for them, and a further advance of f-3 to f.6 has 
been established. The first arrivals of new Silk from China, although 
welcomed on a bare market, were not taken so eagerly as might have 
been expected, and prices have slightly declined. 


COFFEE. 

The market is somewhat{quieter than at the date of our last report, 
the quantity of Ceylon placed on offer at the public sales during the 
week having been limited. The demiand has been fully equal to the 
supply, and all offers have been taken off at last weck’s currency. 
Privately a good demand prevails, more especially of Native Ceylon ; 
of which about 700 bags have been sold—bold at 61s. to 61s. 6d. ; also 
900 bags pale Manila, of recent auctions, at 62s. 

The landings for the week are considerably less than those in the 
corresponding week last year, viz., 2,130 tons, which, together with 
an increase of 320 tons in the total deliveries, enlarges the previous 
deficiency in the stocks to 4,200 tons. The quantity of Ceylon 
Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated as follows :—Platitation, 
117,731 owt., against 204,591 cwt. at the corresponding date of 1870 ; 
Native 17,960 cwt., against 10,728 cwt. The quantity afloat for the 
Continent is 5,811 ewt. Plantation, against 2,402 cwt., and 1,225 
ewt. Native, against 3,186 cwt. The quantity of Coftee landed in 
the thirty-nine weeks ended Sept. 80, 1871, was, of Ceylon, 31,824 
tons, against 30,651 tons duritig the corresponding period of 1870 ; of 
all descriptions, 58,626 tons, against 53,242 tons. The quantity en- 
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tered for home consumption was, of Ceylon, 8,524 tons, against 7,948 
tons ; of all descriptions, 15,018 tons, against 14,230 tons. The 
quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 24,695 tons, against 22,009 tons; 
of all descriptions, 44,937 tons, against 35,623 tons. The stock 
on Sept. 30 was, of Ceylon, 12,210 tons, against 14,558 tons; of 
all descriptions, 23,480 tons, against 27,608 tons. 


SUGAR. 

A considerable improvement is noticeable in the market, anda good 
demand has been shown, especially for Manila, resulting in extensive 
sales at prices showing an advance of 6d. upon the late lowest range, 
and of 3d. upon last week’s rates. The following are the particulars of 
the sales.
